When Milton Kessler's first book of poems, A ROAD CAME ONCE, was 
published in 1963, John Crowe Ransom wrote, "this is an original 

poet of great power and a highly tragic, sometimes despairing, tone...," 
and John Logan wrote, "more than most new work Milton Kessler's poems 
fulfill the reader's need to be put in touch with his own feelings." 


In the six years since then, Milton Kessler has published a second 
book, CALLED HOME, and he has published in a number of journals 

such as The Nation, Epoch, Choice, the Paris Review, Transatlantic 
Review, Chelsea Review, Lace Curtain (Dublin), etc. He has made 
several recordings for the Lamont Library and the Library of Congress, 
and he has held several fellowships--at Bread Loaf, the Mac Dowell 
Colony, Yadoo. Recently he was a Distinguished Fellow of the New 
York State Foundation. Next year, his third book of poems called 

THE GRAND CONCOURSE is to be published. 


Milton Kessler has taught at Ohio State, Queens College, and SUNY-- 
Binghamton, where he is a Professor of English. He was born in 
Brooklyn. He quit high school at 15. He later studied at Buffalo, 
U. of Washington, Harvard, and Ohio State. At Binghamton, he teaches 
courses in Black Writers and seminars in Poetry, which in past years 
have been devoted to such subjects as "Poetry and Play," "Poetry 

and Psychoanalysis," “Lyric Poetry." He has also taught a course 

in Blake, Clare, and Roethke. Next year, he will be teaching a 
course entitled, "Literature of the American City." 


Mr. Kessler will also be giving a talk Friday Afternoon at 2:15, 
in Room H - 539-1, entitled "Being Slow (Subtitle Against Pollution)."
